These 
activities are highly commendable. ] 

Virtually every city, town and hamlet in 
the United States has learned of the merits 
of meat in the diet and of the magnitude 
and importance of the live stock and meat 
industry with the broadcasting of approxi- 
mately 140 radio talks on these subjects 
from some thirty powerful stations during 
the past five months. This fact and others, 
all bearing on the Board’s national program 
in the interests of the entire industry, were 
brought out at the recent semi-annual meet- 
ing of the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board at the Stock Yard Inn, Chicago. 

The Board directors, representing all 
branches of the industry from producer to 
retailer, were impressed with the effective- 
ness of the recent educational work and 
voiced the hope that every individual con- 
nected with the industry of the entire Unit- 
ed States will take notice of what is being 
accomplished in this wide-spread movement. 

Another project of special timeliness re- 
ported upon was the publication and distri- 
bution of a new meat cook book entitled 
“101 Meat Recipes Olde and New.” Meat 
retailers in all sections of the country are 
ordered quantities of this booklet for redis- 
tribution to their customers as a Christmas 
greeting. It was brought out that in excess 


of 270,000 copies of the book have gone out 
thus far and that the final Christmas total 
was expected to reach the 500,000 mark. 
Quantities of this book also have been given 
out at a number of state and national ex- 
positions and fairs. At least six radio sta- 
tions have announced that it is available to 
“listeners in” for the asking, and have been 
supplied with books 
to fill the hundreds 
of requests that have 
come in as a result of 
the announcements.

The report to the Board indicated further 
that newspapers of the country have been 
attracted by the importance of the organi- 
zation’s work. Seven hundred of them 
among these papers large and small in ev. 
ery state of the union, have filed requests 
with the Board’s office that they be sup- 
plied regularly with articles on meat for 
use in connection with pages devoted to the 
interests of women. This material is being 
furnished as requested and other news of 
the industry and its product is also being 
used by hundreds of papers. 


The important role being played by the 
agricultural, market, trade, and breed pub- 
lications in advising the industry of the 
Board’s program from time to time was 
called to the attention of the directors who 
expressed pleasure with the valuable assist- 
ance these journals are giving. 

The Board also was told of the compre- 
hensive national campaign in the interests 
of ham and bacon in which the organization 
recently co-operated with the Institute of 
American Meat Packers. In view of the 
reasonable prices at which pork is available 
at the present time, the membership went 
on record favoring wide-spread publicity 
advising consumers of the situation which 
is beneficial to them. 

A special lamb campaign which the Board 
has been directing for the National Wool 
Growers’ Association also came in for dis- 
cussion. This campaign has been conducted 
in the form of a test in three cities—Spring- 
field, Ill., St. Joseph, Mo., and Omaha, 
Nebr.—and the results as shown indicated 
that the work has been remarkably success- 
ful. Outstanding features of the campaign 
were lectures and lamb cutting demonstra- 
tions given in schools and colleges and be- 
fore audiences of housewives. Retailers and 
packers gave excellent cooperation. 

Home economics activities cover a broad 
scope as brought out in a report on this 
phase of the Board’s work. High schools, 
colleges and universities in every state are 
being supplied with printed material on

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Favorites in Hawaii

Without doubt the average traveller visiting Hawaii gives little 
thought to anything except enjoying the present moment. While 
this objective is characteristic of the present day traveller any- 
where it is, by process of elimination, the atmosphere or state of 
mind that most anyone would naturally drift into upon coming to 
the islands. By this I mean that Hawaii offers no burden for the 
mind of its visitor—outside of its own personal affairs that lend 


color and interest to its sons and daughters, it has no history; cer-' 


{ tainly nothing to tax the mind of the outsider with feeling the duty 
of something to see or something to be done, else to depart and 
display ignorance where one should have knowledge. What one 
does tind is an atmosphere of somnolent charm, a playground on 
land and in the water that have left many transplanted and firmly 
rooted to the soil that came originally but for a short stay. 

So comes the average traveller as well as the business man to 
these islands, his thoughts on the present, no worries of the future, 
knowing that there is little if any past. He comes down one of the 
ocean trails from the west coast, Vancouver, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and goes back on one—there is no other way and there, 
as far as he is concerned, the matter rests. What the past does 
show, however, is this: that Hawaii was settled by Americans long 
before California; that children were sent here to be educated from 
that state; that some of our institutions boast a lineage that dates 
back further than anything of its kind west of the Mississippi riv- 
er; that the way to the islands from the civilized world was a four 
to six months sailing voyage around the Horn. It is becoming eas- 
ier to forget with the growth in industry and population that we 
have been a part of the United States for only a little over twenty- 
five years and that even the younger ones of the islands were born 
and raised under the Hawaiian flag. 

Hawaii is an agricultural country. Its fertile soils, temper- 
ate climate and ample water resources create admirable conditions 
for the growing of certain crops, chiefly sugar and pineapples. 
Wherever such crops can be grown, or others in lesser degree, the 
land is taken up and devoted to them and thus much grazing land 
has been converted to greater productivity. The bulk of the graz- 
ing lands, however, in recent years has been little affected by the 
increased development in agriculture because of natural conditions. 
Grazing lands in the islands offer great variety, extremes existing 
that the casual visitor would not imagine. From the dry burnt 
plains of a leeward coast a days ride will carry one through rain 
soaked swamp and forest to a snow capped summit beyond and on 
the way will be found all of the varying conditions that would be 
expected between such extremes, and yet the temperature does not 
vary, at the same elevation, throughout the year in general more 
than twenty degrees. There are consequently large areas, for a 
small country, where ideal conditions exist for stock raising, much 
area where it is a difficult and trying problem and still other sec- 
tions where it is mostly an uphill and profitless struggle. 

Because I am trying to tell those that are interested, not of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, but of those cattle in Hawaii have I given

of the original Scotch importers, and by the Kaneohe Ranch poster 

by the writer, which was founded from stock purchased from M 
Dowsett the original importer of the Scotch cattle. The Ff sthona 
importation was significant in that it included the bull Kielinger tI 
who later achieved some note as a sire through the record of his 
get, particularly his daughter Queen’s Viola K. International Grand 
Champion in 1925. At the recent dispersion of the Damon herd 
this bull was acquired by the Kaneohe Ranch but unfortunately 
reacted to the tuberculin test and was finally destroyed. It is a 
matter of great regret that this bull could not have been used more 
as he was an animal of many superior qualiies one of the best of 
which was his vigorous constitution, he having been used on the 
range at times under most adverse conditions and yet at the time 
of purchase by the writer just before his death last year he showed, 
at 10 years of age, the vigor of a young animal. The bull obtained 
by the Kaneohe Ranch at that time was bred by O. V. Battles and 
was also used on the range up to the time of his death. He was 
a good individual rich in the blood of Black Woodlawn and left be- 
hind him some worthy descendents. With this bull we acquired six 
heifers mostly from prominent breeders in Iowa the selection hay- 
ing been made by Alex Napier of the University of California after 
a careful inspection of numerous prominent herds. This formed 
the foundation of the pure bred herd of the Kaneohe Ranch for 
while the original stock came from pure sources, during the interim 
from the start up to the time when nothing but pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls were used on the main herd there had been a 
certain amount of cross breeding as well as the use of grade bulls 
on the range. This situation is characteristic of practically all of 
the ranches in this country today, and I must take the space here 
to state that there is no herd anywhere that is worth keeping at 
all, no matter of what breeding or quality, in which there is excuse 
of any sort for using anything except good pure bred bulls. Our 
experience is that a pure bred is a better “doer” than a grade un- 
der adverse as well as favorable conditions and in the last few 
years we have increased the weight of our butcher cattle conserva- 
tively fifty per cent through breeding along 
these lines.

wonderfully fine cow Elba that proved to be such a strong breeder 
and producer of good cattle. By the way this is a good time to ex- 
plain why some times an animal will be quoted as an Elba and 
again as an Enchantress—there is no error for Elba is a grand- 
daughter of Enchantress the foundress of one of the greatest tribes 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever used in the breeding pens of this 
or any other country. 

The bull Eblamere appearing in the last brace is also a grand- 
son of Elba. Then Eblito is another outstanding grandson of Elba. 
All this in the lower brace or on the maternal side of Revolution 
7th’s pedigree. The same in- 
fluence appears in the top 
half too where the grandson 
Eblito is mated with Elba’s 
daughter Eliota to produce 
the phenomenal bull Elimin- 
ator of Ballindalloch. Thus 
Revolution 7th may truly be 
dubbed an Elba for it is 
doubtful whether many bulls 
carry more of this blood. So 
much for the cow influence, 
most of which is hidden ex- 
cept to the trained breeder 
or student. 

With all this good breed- 
ing and so strong an influ- 
ence of this good blood there 
never would have been an In- 
ternational grand champion 
bull Revolution 7th but for 
the influence of some of the 
world’s most influential and 
prepotent breeding bulls as 
portrayed in this pedigree.

On the dam’s sire Geo. Macpherson Grant of Scotland and James 
D. McGregor of Canada had much to do with the building of a 
great cow to serve as the dam for this champion bull. While men 
in the states added some of their best bulls.

THE YEAR 1927 BROUGHT GREAT THINGS 
TO OUR BELOVED ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREED. 

After all the year 1927 was entirely too short, at least the 
twelve months beginning with the Denver National Western Stock 
Show and terminating with the Chicago International passed all too 
quickly. They were splendid months for the cowman. Rangemen 
and producers of commercial cattle garnered one of the richest 
crops in their experience. It was but three years ago that the writ- 
er sat in a conference at Denver where men who purchase cattle 
annually by the thousands of head, some of these purchases rang- 
ing into five figures, discussed prices in the Southwest and told 
how they had secured mature two and three year old cattle at 
prices ranging from $20.00 to $25.00 per head. One man mentioned 
the fact that everything less than six months old went free with 
the lot. They debated the prospects for making dividends on their 
investments when these cattle should go from grass to market the 
next fall. To say the least it was generally concluded that pros- 
pective margins would be meagre. 

The year 1927 saw a clamoring for the calves at weaning time 
at $40 to $60 per head. Hundreds of seekers for feeders closed the 
year with empty lots. A delightful situation for the cowman wheth- 
er he deals on a major or a minor scale. During the year men ev- 
erywhere sought cow herds at prices that ranged from twenty-five 
to fifty per cent above 1926 levels. That demand is still in excess 
of the supply as related to Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Apparently 
producers are beginning to figure that a cow capable of producing 
a $40 or $50 commercial calf at weaning time is worth more money 
than buyers the past few years have been willing to pay for them. 

Numerous cases came to light during the year 1926 where 
breeders had sought in vain to find buyers for their cow stuff at 
$80 to $100 per head. These men are today holding the same qual- 
ity cows at $150 to $200, while buyers are doing the seeking. 

The Journal is firmly convinced that 1928 will bring still fur- 
ther advances in breeding cattle prices, most of this increase how- 
ever will appear within the ranks of higher quality breeding cattle. 
The pure bred breeding business is on a good substantial founda- 
tion. Commercial producers are going strong with fairly reason- 
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able assurance for a continuation of a i 
ishers are, we believe, accepting the fons eee while fin- 
comes to anend.

The Journal is highly pleased and expresses its deep 
appreciation for the showing made. At the same instance an urg- 
ent invitation is extended to go still further afield during 1923— 
ie ioe o warrant an even greater showing than was made dur- 

In the single bullock classes the Black Banner was triumphant- 
ly unfurled from Portland to Portland across the continent from 
east to west and likewise from north to south. With but few ex- 
ceptions the Aberdeen-Angus breed won the championship ribbons 
the world over. The year opened at Denver where the Blacks in 
their strongest lineup for that show graciously surrendered the 
purple to the best Shorthorn bullock ever to enter the Denver 
arena. At the close of the year at the great Chicago International 
the defeat was taken more seriously for the Blacks advanced at 
least 50 per cent in rank sharing equally with their Shorthorn 
neighbors in the coveted grand championship honors. This was a 
generous sharing too for the Doddies because they had plenty of 
reinforcements in reserve. By the way in both these instances the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed placed outstanding individuals in the re- 
serve championship positions and there was always an abundance 
of strong going material still in the back ground. How we shall 
fare at Denver this year is a mystery that will be solved within a 
very short time now. 

In association affairs—all’s well! The eight hours for rest 
represented by that many years of depression and bad prices have 
expired and the craft is called to labor. Reinforcements in the 
form of new members have enlisted in larger numbers during the 
last twelve months than in any of the preceding years. Others 
whose fellowship will mean much to the advancement of the breed 
already have presented themselves at the recruiting stations. Let 
us see to it that these candidates for membership are properly out- 
fitted with the kind of seed stock that will make them happy and 
prosperous in the days to come. Then let the slogan for 1928 be— 
“FORWARD!” 

BEEF EMBARGO NIPPED IN BUD; BLIGHTED 
IN EARLY STAGES OF DEVELOPMENT. 

When the City of Boston Hotel Association under the leader- 
ship of Chairman Arthur L. Race a few days ago met and adopted 
a resolution asking an embargo in effect upon the use of beef until 
such time as it should be reduced to a “condition of normalcy,” a 
movement which they expressed a desire would become nation wide, 
little did they think that someone, somewhere was watching, stand- 
ing ready with an immediate protest. Such also was the situation 
when the largest chain store organization in Philadelphia, the At- 
lantic & Pacific stores, sent out an advertisement in which they 
said “we suggest that you can obtain better values for the time 
being on lamb, chickens, fresh pork and smoked meats.” Thus Joim- 
ing in the movement to drive the cattle producing industry back to 
a less than cost of production selling price. Chairman Mercer of 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board, joined by many other 
powerful influences immediately protested such action on the 
grounds that beef is not out of line with current wages and that 
the beef industry is vital to national welfare and must not be de- 


stroyed. Thanks, gentlemen.

At the Last Chicago International 


last International saw many sales 
Ph ole in the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing classes. Nearly every exhibitor was 
pieased with the inquiry and the sales re- 
sulting. It has been a bit difficult to get 
information concerning all these sales, in 
fact several have made no report at all, so 
readers will necessarily have to wait long- 
er for some of them. Congdon & Battles, of 

Yakima, Washington, have reported a list 

of sales from their Rosemere herd. 

Perhaps the most important of these 
sales was that of Prizemere 55th to Ames 
Plantation of Grand Junction, Tennessee. 
Prizemere 55th was the two year old bull in 
the Rosemere show herd the past year that 
stood third in his class at the recent Inter- 
national and he was considered an outstand- 
ing prospect for the aged bull class for the 
1928 shows. Prizemere 55th is by Prize- 
mere 9th and he is the first Prizemere 9th 
bull sold since that sire’s untimely death. 

A study of Prizemere 55th’s pedigree re- 
veals four crosses of Black Woodlawn in the 
fifth generation, besides which appear such 
noted sires as Kloman and Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d. Prizemere 55th is another specimen 
of the Meraman of Tierra Alta and Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad crosses, a line of breeding 
which has produced the bulk of Rosemere 
winners of recent years. The dam of Prize- 
mere 55th is Pride C. B. 24th by Quality 
Lad of Rosemere 3d and out of Prudent 
Lass, she by Prism and out of Prudence of 
Cross Plains. Quality Lad of Rosemere 3d 
was first prize junior bull calf at the In- 
ternational in 1916 and is by Oakville Quiet 
Lad and out of Brookside Quality Queen 2d. 

Another important sale was found in the 
purchase of two heifers by E. E. Parkhurst, 
of Presque Isle, Maine. Blackbird of Rose- 
mere 78th a granddaughter of Prizemere 
9th on the sire’s side, by Queenmere 22d and 
out of Blackbird E. 17th, was purchased by 
Mr. Parkhurst in the International sale. 
Blackbird of Rosemere 78th was fourth 
prize winner in the summer heifer class at 
the International. The other heifer, a junior 
calf, Irene of Rosemere 13th was second 
prize winner. She is a remarkable show 
prospect by Prizemere 32d and out of Irene 
of Rosemere. Prizemere 32d is fast becom- 
ing known as Prizemere 9th’s greatest son. 
Congdon & Battles second prize Get of Sire 
at the American Royal was by Prizemere 
32d, and this heifer Irene of Rosemere 13th 
was included in this get. On the dam’s side 
Irene’s pedigree is also outstanding, she be- 
ing a grandaughter of Thickset Blackbird 
by Glenfoil Thickset 2d. Her grandam on 
the dam’s side is Enamel 4th of Dalvey by 
Evenhand and out of Enamel 3d of Gallovie. 

Still another of the good Prizemere 32d 
calves, a junior bull calf second prize win- 
ner at Chicago and included in the Inter- 
national sale, was purchased by E. H. 
Hutchinson of Xenia, Ohio. This calf, Prize- 
mere 102d has never been defeated on the 
show circuit this year except by one of his 
stall mates. On the dam’s side Prizemere 
102d traces down to Etta’s Pride 3d an old 
cow which has produced many a prize win- 
ner for Congdon & Battles. 

David Deatherage, of Oblong, Illinois, 
purchased Epponian of Rosemere 3d_ by 
Prizemere 5th and out of Epponia C. B. 
Prizemere 5th is considered by Congdon & 
Battles as the greatest breeding sons of 
Oakville Quiet Lad which they have in their

Curing Meats at Home 

Most farmers have found with practice 
and experience that meat can be cured at 

ome successfully. It may not be such a 
perfect product as that cured by the comer- 
cial packer whose sole business it is to turn 
out a perfect product but it is to the farm- 
ers advantage to cure as far as possible the 
meat that is consumed by his own family. 

There are two methods which may be us- 
ed with good results. For the meats that 


are to be used throughout the summer the 
brine method is usually the most satisfac- 
tory. The brine or “pickle” is made of salt 
for curing, sugar for hastening fermenta- 
tion and tempering the saltiness, and salt 
peter which is used merely to preserve the 
red of the meat. 


Much of the success of any method is 
cleanliness and sterilization. All foreign 
matters such as blood and dirt should be 
removed from the meat. The barrels or 
jars should be thoroughly cleansed and 
sterilized. 

The following recipe is a tried and true 
one for preserving meat. Mix together 
eight pounds salt, two pounds brown sugar, 
two ounces saltpeter and four gallons of 
cold water. Let this boil until the dry in- 
gredients are well dissolved. Then let cool 
well before it is poured over the meat. The 
meat should be cut in pieces as uniform as 
possible and should be packed in a jar close- 
ly. A large stone jar is preferable to a 
barrel. A weight should be placed on top 
of the meat to be sure it is all covered with 
brine. The length of time which the meat 
should stay in the pickle depends upon the 
size of the hams. The minimium time is 
three weeks. Upon removing the meats 
from the brine it should be dried thorough- 
ly and hung up to be smoked. 

For the dry method mix four pounds fine 
salt, two pounds granulated sugar and one- 
fourth pound of saltpeter. This mixture 
should be rubbed well into the meat. This 
should be done three times at three day 
intervals. It should be kept in a cool place, 
kept well sprinkled with salt, and should 
be kept skin side down. 

When the meat is thoroughly salted it 
should be smoked. The old fashioned 
method of using hickory wood in a small 
tightly built smoke house has never been 
improved upon. If hickory wood is not 
available cobs or apple-tree wood may be 
used to keep a smoldering fire. If the fire 
commences to blaze water should be sprink- 
led upon it. A salt barrel is a very satis- 
factory substitute for a smoke house in 
smoking a small amount of meat. It should 
be raised two to three inches above the 
ground or a trench dug to the barrel so 
that the fire will burn. 

To make corn beef. Weigh the beef and 
for every twenty pounds take three pounds 
of salt, one ounce of saltpeter a cup of 
brown sugar. Mix these and put between 
layers of meat. Pour over enough cold 
water to cover and weigh down so all the 
meat will be covered with brine. The beef 
to corn should be cut in five to six pound 
pieces and should be part fat. 

To make pork sausage. The trimmings 
of the hogs carcass are usually made into 
sausage meat. The proportions of fat and 
lean may be varied, % fat to % lean is a 
very good proportion. Weigh the meat 
after it has been ground and for each pound 
of meat use one heaping teaspoon salt, one 
of pepper and one of sage. For every 
three pounds of meat one teaspoon each 
ginger, summer savory and allspice may be 
added. . 

I am going to mention a warning about 
the cooking of sausage. More sausage is 
ruined in the cooking than any other meat. 
Pork should be well cooked but sausage 
usually comes to the table too crisp and 


hard to be relished. Put the sausage in a 
hot frying pan brown on both sides then 
cover and cook until done.

The last footprints of 1927 are covered 
with snow or dust and here and there where 
the ground is frozen the hardest no impres- 
sion has been made. Our steps cannot be 
retraced regardless of the imprint that has 
been made and the pen that scribes this has 
no doubt failed to leave an impression at 
all times. Possibly some steps were taken 
in a crooked path. There have been some 
who have officiated as judges during this 
year that have made footprints. There are 
among those of you breeding horses who 
have taken steps which will carry you near 
the type which you desire. Possibly there 
are some who have taken steps which will 
be hard to retract but when we gaze square- 
ly back on the past there is only one con- 
clusion which can be drawn and that is, the 
horse industry has made footprints which 
lead toward a more stable business. The 
press can often be 
criticized or praised, 
depending upon you, 
but it is the most 
forceful agent in 
crystalizing public 
opinion. After con- 
siderable reading 
and time spent in 
aiding the establish- 
ment of a horse de- 
partment in this 
Journal, the writer 
is willing to state 
positively,that there 
have been more 
words devoted to 
the horse and the 
horse industry in 
1927 than in any of 
the past ten years. 
Furthermore, com-

hitherto unknown to him. For example, in 
the December issue of the Atlantic Month- 
ly, a publication which is recognized to be 
one of the better, if not the best magazine 
along literary lines, (within its pages which 
number 176, does not appear a single ad 
for live stock or motor power but it carries 
about 100 pages of advertising. These facts 
are given to show that it is a foreign field) 
appears an article by Glenn W. Birkett on 
Farm Aid, from which we have the pleasure 
to quote: 

“While the government spends millions 
to increase production, simultaneously with 
its expenditures for figuring how to dis- 
pose of the results of overproduction, man- 
ufacturers use the phrase ‘farm aid’ to de- 
crease consumption. For instance, Henry 
Ford is quoted as saying that the dairy cow 
is inefficient, therefore he intends to pro- 
duce milk synthetically and relieve the 
farmer of the drudgery of dairying. As- 
suming Mr. Fo:d to be serious and not ad- 
vertising, it follows that farm aid approach- 
es perfection in so far as it does away with 
farms and farmers. 

Then the tractor is listed by its makers 
and sellers as farm aid. The words ‘tract- 
or,’ ‘lowering production costs,’ ‘farm aid,’ 
linked together in advertising, cause a dis- 
placement of animal power. I owned a

average speed with horses. A tractor pn 
not stand adversity as can a horse or a 
If your power is grain via draft pl i 
and your products drop in price, your 0 r 
ating costs drop in the same ratio, Your 
overhead drops with your curtailed income. 
But if your power is a gas engine and the 
price of farm products drops, your see 
costs increase, for, after all, it is with an 
increased amount of farm products that you 
buy gas, oil, and mechanics’ services, To 
say that the converse is true, and that when 
prices of farm products rise your tractor 
takes less, disregards the fact that any 
comeback in food prices is followed at once 
by a vigorous and frequently successful de- 
mand for higher urban wages with their in- 
creased production costs to the farmer. 
Among other sales 
chatter used for 
tractors is that it is 
cruel to use horses, 
So we are led anoth- 
er step toward the 
goal established by 
Mr. Ford’s anti-cow 
proposal. Another 
step toward perfect 
farm aid—the elim- 
ination of need for 
farmers.” 

In the last year 
there is another 
great force working 
to the advantage of 
the horse, education- 
al institutions. Nev- 
er before have agri- 
cultural colleges, 
railroads of other 
institutions turned 
so much attention to 
the horse. 

Standard Set by International.—Thke In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition held at 
Chicago is recognized by live stock men as 
the Acme of the breeds best. There, the 
standards are more or less fixed and the 
type set. It is a good criterion of a breed’s 
or breeder’s progress and the prices receiv- 
ed and the number of animals sold is an 
excellent indicator of the trend of prices. 
The activity in the horse barns since 1920 
up to this year, has been very sluggish and 
if memory serves me correct, the horses did 
not get any large headlines but upon Fri- 
day, December 2, 1927, the Chicago Daily 
Drovers Journal, recognized as the market's 
greatest daily in the world, had, “HORSE 
BUSINESS TAKES SPURT” in large let- 
ters, for the main head line. Now here 1s 
the reason, there were so many important 
sales made that it was the most spectacular 
news on the grounds. For the first time in 
history South American buyers were pres- 
ent and purchased not some inferior anl- 
mals, but some of the most outstanding in- 
dividuals of the show. Their purchase con- 
sisted of four Percherons and three Bel- 
gians, all at attractive prices. 

Minnesota Firms Heavy Buyers.—Earl 
Brown of Minneapolis, perhaps purchased 
more outstanding individuals than any sin- 
gle buyer. The famous grand champion 
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nche, was purchased from Mich- 
see lege. Five slashing mares belong- 
he to Evert King of Chicago went to Mr. 
powe’s barns. He also owns the grand 
champion mare of the 1926 International 
and perhaps has more previous prize-win- 
ning matrons in his stud than any breeding 
establishment in America. Brown ended his 
purchases by wisely choosing one of the 
preed’s greatest sires. One tried and found 
not wanting in any respect from the stand- 
point of a good sire, the celebrated Ergot, 
owned by Charlie Jones of Livermore, Iowa, 
found a new home at the age of seventeen. 
Boulder Bridge Farm was also good pur- 
chasers taking back with them the grand 
champion mare and her stall mate. Jones 
of Iowa, Wentz of Ohio and Truman of Il- 
linois each sold a Belgian to South Ameri- 
can buyers. Evert King perhaps made the 
highest priced sale when Waynedale King, 
twice grand champion Belgian stallion at 
Chicago was sold for $7,500 to a Montana 
firm 


Percherons Sold Well.—California men 
were the heaviest Percheron buyers. J. O. 
Singmaster & Son, Keota, Iowa, sold four 
slashing show mares to one firm. The Cali- 
fornia breeders also purchased several oth- 
er outstanding individuals. Humes ot Ohio 
sold two mares to South America. Butler, 
another Ohio breeder, sold two good _year- 
ling studs for long money while Mr. Dix of 
Ohio perhaps sold the highest priced Perch- 
eron when he sold his four-year-old horse 
to a Canadian firm. Canadian buyers were 
looking for real ones and while they bought 
a few and left bids on others, their wants 
were not satisfied. They are looking for 
real herd sires and the price, to a consider- 
able extent, is secondary. Mr. Sergeant of 
Ft. Morgan, Colorado, bought from Mr. 
Humbert of Iowa the grand champion 
Percheron horse of this year’s American 
Royal. 

Official Report.—According to an official 
report there were 35 head of the best indi- 
viduals changed hands during and just be- 
fore the International. Yes, the horse in- 
dustry has left a few footprints in the year 
of 1927 and unless we mistake the hand- 
writing on the wall, these footprints are

Selection 


o Breeding Stock 


One of the most important factors neces- 
sary to consider in the efficient develop- 
ment of the farm flock is the selection of 
breeding stock. Too many times this prob- 
lem is not given the consideration to which 
it is justly entitled if one is anxious to 
maintain a high yield or to increase the pro- 
fits from the farm flock. 

When to Select Breeding Stock. 

_ Breeding stock should be selected early 
in order that the birds can be observed 
carefully prior to entering the breeding pen. 
From the standpoint of male birds it is well 
to keep the factor of breeding in mind when 
developing the young stock. This holds true 
also with the early hatched pullets. 


ol 


Future Progress in Farm Poultry Depends 
on Good Breeding Male Birds. 


The cockerels and pullets should be sep- 
arated as soon as sex can be distinguished 
readily. In case of some rose comb breeds 
this is rather difficult to determine. How- 
ever, observation should disclose a great 
deal. If one will examine the saddle feath- 
ers of rose comb varieties one will notice 
that the feathers in ‘the pullets are blunt 
or rounded while in the males the feathers 
are pointed. 

Characteristics of Vitality. 

Vitality is a factor of utmost importance 
to consider with breeding stock. There are 
a number of physical characteristics which 
reveal in a way the value of the birds for 
breeding purposes. 

Head. 

The head of this birds should possess 
certain characteristics, viz., the eye should 
be prominent, displaying an activity so 
commonly noted in good breeding males. 
The bird with a sunken, listless eye should 
not be given great consideration as a breed- 
er. The comb, on single comb varieties, 


should show uni- 
form texture and 
stand firm and 
straight on the 
head of the bird. 
Males with lopped 
combs or drooping 
combs should not 
be used in breed- 
ing pens. Too great 
a comb growth is not a desirable feature to 
perpetuate and such birds are not generally 
kept for breeding stock. The beak should 
be fairly short, well arched on the upper 
beak. The long, thin beak is generally 
associated with the long, thin head, giving 
the bird the crow-shaped appearance; in 
fact, the crow type head is a distinct char- 
acteristic of low vitality and should not be 
tolerated in the breeding pen. The head 
itself should be broad, deep and short, dis- 
playing those masculine features so often 
noted in birds possessing good breeding 
qualities. 

In the females the head should give a 
distinct feminine appearance; at the same 
time, the features should display strength. 
The comb should be well developed, of uni- 
form texture and placed firmly on the head, 
straight in those breeds demanding straight 
combs and lopped in those birds demanding 
lopped combs. The eye, as in the male 
birds, should be active and prominent, thus

reflecting vitality in abundance. The beak 
should show good development. 


Body. 
The body of a male bird indicative to 
good breeding standards should be well 
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eloped. The backs 
atne birds should be 
long and broad in those 
breeds where the stand- 
ard requirements de- 
mand a_ long broad 
back. The breast should 
be deep and well mus- 
cled. Shallow breasted 
birds do not make the 
best breeders. — Their 
use in the breeding pen 
should be discouraged. 
The breast bone should 
be straight and strong 
and possess g00 
length. The abdominal 
region should be wide 
and deep because this 
feature is wanted so of- 
ten in females possess- 
ing good characteristics 
of production and this 
factor of type may of- 
ten be transmitted to 
the offspring, both pul- 
lets and cockerels. 

In the females the 
body type is similar to the males, depend- 
ing, of course, on the kind of type called 
for by the particular breed; in fact, each 
breed has its particular type because type 
distinguishes breed and color distinguishes 
the variety of the breed. In the Rhode Is- 
land Red we want a bird rectangular in 
body conformation—that is, when a brick is 
laid alongside the body the lines of the 
body should conform to it. In the Wyan- 
dottes we find a distinct type, viz., bowl 
type. The Wyandotte appeals to the artist 
and is often referred to as the bird of cur- 
ves. The back of the Wyandotte is broad 
and shorter than many of our other breeds. 
It carries a deep breast well developed. The 
Rocks present a characteristic oblong type 
deeper through the abdominal region. They 
must carry a long broad back is they are 
going to reveal the true Rock type. The

sical standpoint must 
stand well apart on its 
feet. The feet should 
show evidence of good 
bone development and 
denote strength. Birds 
that have thin shanks, 
knock-kneed, deformi- 
ties of toes or around 
hocks should not be us- 
ed as breeders. The 
shanks _ should be 
smooth and clear cut. 
This is true in both the 
males and females. 
Size of the Breeding 
Pen. 

The breeding pen 
should be of such size 
as is adapted for fur- 
nishing the number of 
birds wanted for the 
next season. In start- 
ing a new unit it is well 
to secure a breeding 
pen consisting of about 
ten hens and a male 
bird from one strain 
line of the breed desired. If one has a num- 
ber of good hens and well matured pullets 
and no male birds, then it is well to secure 
a good male bird or two from the same 
strain lines if possible and get a bird that 
is good enough to use for two seasons. For 
the large breeds figure on about twelve hens 
to one male and for the smaller breeds from 
fifteen to eighteen hens to one male. 

Flock Mating vs. the Breeding Pen. 

When one is particularly interested in 
improvement of the stock the most rapid 
development will be made from the breed- 
ing pen rather than depending upon the re- 
sults of flock mating. When the entire 
flock is used for breeding purposes there 
are oftentimes certain individuals in the 
flock that do not possess the characteristics 
desired for perpetuation. This naturally 
reduces the volume of good stock that is

should be well developed. One should not 
be confused too much in type by the so-call- 
ed feather placement; that is, some birds 
are loose feathered and may typify a type 
due primarily to feather placement when 
the basic body lines may be only fairly 
developed.

available. Pen mating requires more work 
and probably a little different equipment 
but it is worth the additional effort in the 
results obtained. Individual and stud mat- 
ing is the practice used primarily by the 
fancier or specialty breeder. 

Care of the Breeding Stock. 

The best results from a breeding stand- 
point are generally obtained where the 
breeding stock is handled a little different 
than the regular stock. This is especially 
true if the laying unit is being pushed for 
egg production—that it, by feeding, lights, 
etc. If the equipment is at hand to separate 
the breeding stock is makes the ideal ar- 
rangement. Then it is possible to handle 


the breeding unit in a way that is conducive 
to the best results. 

Male birds for breeding purposes should 
not be permitted to remain in the laying 
flock. If possible they should be kept sepa- 
rate until two or three weeks before the 
eggs in the breeding pen are going to be 
used for hatching. The males and females 
selected for breeding purposes should be 
fed a well balanced mash supplemented with 
a good mineral and a liberal supply of green 
food should be given at all times. The mash 
for breeding purposes, together with the 
scratch, should contain a liberal amount of 
wheat and wheat products. Plenty of good 
clean water should be available at all times 
together with a supply of buttermilk or 
sour milk. 

It is best to feed on the basis of four 
ounces of feed a day per bird; that is, two 
ounces of scratch and two ounces of mash. 
Watch the breeding hens carefully so that 
they do not become excessively fat. This 
may influence hatching results. Keep about 
the same schedule of feeding available for 
the male birds. 

Range for the Breeding Pen. 

The breeding pen should be given plenty 
of range, not less than ten square feet per 
bird if possible. An interesting experiment 
conducted with breeding stock revealed this 
fact—that where the birds were confined 
the hatchability record showed about a 42 
per cent hatch. When these birds were 
given access to range the hatchability rec- 
ord was increased to 64 per cent in a sur- 
prisingly short time with an improvement 
the longer the birds were kept upon range. 
Range is of vital importance and should 
not be overlooked when the best results are 
wanted. 

During the time prior to the breeding 
season the breeding stock should be wormed 
and deloused so that there are no parasitic 
irritations that may reflect upon the results 
obtained from the breeding stock. 

Kind of Eggs Desired for Hatching. 

Prior to the time that eggs are collected 
for hatching purposes one should observe 
carefully the kind of eggs being produced 
by the pens selected for breeding. Many 
times hens will produce defective eggs due 
to one cause and another. These hens can 
then be removed from the breeding pen. 
Color of eggs can be held more uniform in 
the laying flock if the eggs are selected for 
hatching from hens that produce uniformly 
colored eggs. This is true in whites as well 
as in the browns. The size should be held 
in a range of from 24 to 26 ounces. Eggs 
that are too small or too large should not 
be used for hatching purposes. 

Care of the Eggs From the Breeding Pen. 

The eggs from the breeding pen should 
be kept in a cool place not too dry or too 
damp. It is well to turn the eggs in the 
case every day or twice a day. This will 
prevent the yolk from attaching itself to 
the membrane on the inner side of the shell, 
causing a so-called “stuck” yolk. Eggs of 
this nature will not hatch. The texture of 
the shell of the egg should be observed 
carefully. Eggs that are too porous will 
not hatch or only to a very small percent. 

Where consistent it is well to test breed- 
ing stock for Infectious Bacillary White 
Diarrhoea. This will reduce appreciably 
the chances for infection of the young stock 
from this source. 

Summary. 

1, select breeding stock early; 2, consider physical 
characteristics of vitality carefully; 3, breeding stock 
should be housed separately from laying flock; 4, fol- 
low a definite system of feeding; 5, use a breeding 
pen wherever possible; 6, observe the eggs from 
breeding stock carefully; 7, test for Infectious Bac- 
illary White Diarrhoea wherever possible; 8, worm 
all breeding stock before the breeding season.

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Pregnant Ewes 


The CARE avd KEEP Discussed 


‘no Ewes should not be over fat 
ate winter months, but must be kept 
in good living condition and _ preferably 
gaining slightly. Pregnant ewes that are 
kept in rather high condition will give birth 
to stronger, healthier lambs. They will al- 
so come nearer feeding their lambs proper- 
ly at the beginning of the gestation period. 
Ewes which are kept in thin condition often 
are without milk at the time of birth, and 
many times refuse to own their lambs. This 
results at once in an economical loss. It is 
also very hard for ewes to keep up their 
flesh through the suckling period, even if 
they are in good condition at lambing time. 
Therefore, a thin ewe does not have a 
chance to be strong and healthy or to prop- 
erly feed her offspring. é 

The amount of grain that will be needed 
from now until lambing time, of course de- 
pends considerable upon the care that the 
ewes have received thus far. If the ewes 
are in high condition at the present time 
they can be carried on nicely with a very 


small amount of grain, say one half a pound 
per day if good roughage is available. Per- 
haps the best grain to use for pregnant 
ewes is whole oats, some corn can be added 
to an advantage especially if legume hay is 
available. There are some who are prone 
to condemn corn for breeding animals but 
the writer believes rather strongly in a 
small amount of corn especially in the win- 
ter time when the animal body needs consid- 
erable heat, and where legume hay can be 
used for roughage. A small amount of lin- 
seed oil meal can economically be added 
daily but a large amount of oil meal or 
bran will increase the cost of the ration. A 
combination of corn, oats and oil meal will 
give the best results. Soy beans can be sub- 
stituted for oil meal, however, sheep owners 
should be careful in using too much high 
protein feed, like oil meal, cotton seed or

tion. From the stand point of roughage one 
should feed the cheaper roughage, like corn 
stalks or poor hay as early as possible in 
the pregnancy period. Legume hay gives 
the best results accompanied with silage. 
Some shepherds are inclined to object to 
silage because of the loss that possibly they 
have encountered from feeding poor silage. 
Mouldy, or silage that is frozen badly 
should not be given. Ewes weighing from 
150 to 200 pounds can use from one and 
one half to three quarters pound silage 
daily, but it should be fed along with a 
small amount of dry roughage. Good wat- 
er, preferably warm water, should be avail- 
able, and salt should be kept before them 
at all times.

Scomeny P rotests 
On Behalf of BEEF PRODUCERS 


(By Secretary W. H. Tomhave) 

About the middle of December the Bos- 
ton Hotel Mens Association started an agi- 
tation against the use of beef in the hotels 
of that city by passing the following reso- 
lution: 

“The beef situation in Boston is very ser- 
ious at present. Prices are higher and 
quality poorer than at any time in many 
years. It is therefore recommended that 
the public refrain from ordering beef steak 
or roast beef until such time as conditions 
improve and the quality and prices return 
to normalcy.” 

This notice appeared upon the menu cards 
of some of the leading hotels and received 
considerable publicity through the press. 


Beef cattle interests of the country felt 
that this was a discrimination against beef, 
a valuable food product and served as an 
injustice to the beef producers. Numerous 
protests were filed with the Boston Hotel 
Mens Association and the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce. The secretary of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Association sent the following 
telegrams: 

“Boston Chamber of Commerce, Boston, 
Mass. Press reports state Boston Hotel 
Mens Association advocate boycott on beef 
because of price due to scarcity of commod- 
ity. Breeders and feeders produced beef at 
loss during agricultural depression. — 
forced out of business. Believe choice bee 
prices, food value considered, not out © 
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_. with other commodities based on pre 
i Believe Boston appreciates im- 
rtance of fair price to producers and bad 
Priect of boycott on any wholesome food 
roduct. Representing ten thousand produc- 
a would appeal to you, use your influence 
to rescind action by hotel men in fairness to 
important industry.” 


“Boston Hotel Mens Association, Boston, 
Mass. Press reports state your Association 
declared boycott against beef on menu cards. 
This action affects adversely important in- 
dustry in all parts of country. Represent- 
ing ten thousand producers would urge you 
to rescind action taken and replace beef on 
menu as important food. The indirect ef- 
fect will hurt Boston interests. Appeal to 
you in fairness to industry to give beef 
same important consideration as other 

” 
— December 23rd the following telegram 
was received from the President of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce: ; 

“Reply to your telegram December six- 
teenth am sending by air mail statement 
issued Tuesday by Boston Hotel and leading 
beef supply men. It speaks for itself. Par- 
ticularly let me call attention to part which 
says “It is not and has never been our in- 
tention to disturb the interests of those 
concerned in the beef and allied industries.” 
As for a boycott of beef in Boston this 
Chamber understands that such action never 
was intended neither has there been one in 
fact as evidenced by increased beef receipts 
during past two weeks. In view of the 
misunderstanding and possible consequent 
injustice to west and to New England we 


hope you will give the facts as wide publici- 
ty as you have the first reports. Andrew 
J. Peters, President, Boston Chamber of 
Commerce.” 


We are glad to give this telegram the 
necessary publicity and to know that there 
was no direct intention on the part of the 
Boston interests to disturb the interest of 
these directly responsible for the production 
of beef. We feel, however, that we were 
justified in making a strong protest against 
any movement, direct or indirect that would 
turn people from good beef.

News From South Dakota. 

In a recent letter commenting on the dam 
of his herd bull Geo. G. Clark, of Worth- 
ing, South Dakota, who has never seen the 
great cow Barbara of Montrose 2d, the dam 
of his herd bull Glencarnock Barbaloution 
had this to say: “Glencarnock Barbaloution 
won the grand championship for us twice at 
Huron and was first in his class at Minne- 
sota this year and second last year with 
nine herds showing.

Wenonah Aberdeen-Angus Sold. 

One of the largest and best herds of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle to sell recently was 
sold by B. P. Evans, of Fort Worth, Texas, 
to Hugh M. Lawson & Son, of Fayette, Ar- 
kansas.

Imported animals have ranked high in 
quality of breeding, the Black Woodlawn 
strain predominating mainly through Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad. The importation from Har- 
rison Stock Farms introduces the first Earl 
Marshall blood coming through Blackcap 
Revolution and Black Marshall 11th. 


The history of agricultural fairs in the 
territory shows marked progress. From 
tents and temporary shacks in 1919, and 
subject to discouragement and interruption, 
the Fair has now become an annual insti- 
tution enjoying its own home in an attract- 
ive location and providing adequate and sat- 
isfactory housing for its various require- 
ments. In the beef breeds, and especially 
in recent years when exhibits have been 
characterized by larger numbers and better 
quality, the black cattle have predominated 
although Hawaii is decidedly a Hereford 
country. The majority of championships 
have fallen to the Kaneohe Ranch and in 
recent years through animals of their own 
breeding. 

On the island of Maui an annual County 
Fair has been successfully carried on as a 
private enterprise uninterruptedly for a 
number of years.

their generous and excellent contributions. 
For these Fairs it has been customary to 
bring judges from the mainland and as a 
trip to the islands is an opportunity much 
sought after and invariably enjoyed by the 
visitors we have been fortunate in securing 
= of high merit to fill this important 
uty. 

While the Aberdeen-Angus are far out- 
numbered in Hawaii by the Herefords I 
am inclined to feel that in recent years one 
hears a little more discussion and possibly 
a little more interest is taken in the black 
cattle than in the other breeds. This state- 
ment must not be misleading. I am famil- 
iar with some half dozen Hereford ranches 
the smallest of which runs as many head 
and the largest many times as many as all 
the Aberdeen-Angus in the Territory and 
the animals are wonderful animals and the 
herds are uniform and typey, beautiful to 
look at and the breeders are efficient, pro- 
gressive, successful, and all of this is to the 
greater credit of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
when it is considered that whether or not 
they are discussed more or less, whether 
the breeders papers and the out-of-doors 
magazines give more space than seems to 
be their share, the fact remains that of the 
new herds started within the last few years, 
while necessarily small, the breed chosen 
has without exception been Aberdeen-An- 
gus. And these decisions were reached I 
feel sure not from the knowledge that Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle stand in a class by 
themselves in inter-breed competition as 
evidenced by the largest fat stock shows 
but because of the knowledge of these ani- 
mals and observation of their existence and 
history here in these islands. As in a high 
priced automobile you get a good machine 
so in the recognized beef breeds has a de- 
gree of perfection been reached as to ren- 
der the animals the most efficient and econ- 
omical means of fullfiling the purpose for 
which they are bred that art and science 
have been able to attain. While there is un- 
doubtedly room for improvement certainly 
decided progress toward ultimate perfection 
has been achieved. It is idle then, except 
in a specific way, to generally criticise any 
of the great beef breeds; it certainly indi- 
cates weakness to try and build up one 
breed by depreciating another instead of 
through the real merits of the breed itself. 
The last man that sold me a car had noth- 
ing but praise for other good cars that I 
was considering—if he had depreciated 
them it would have shown, among other 
things, that he did not know his business 
and it would have proved nothing as to the 
real merit of his own cars. This moraliza- 
tion may appear unnecessary but it is oc- 
casioned by the trend of argument that gets 
into some of the current articles by men 
prominent among the breeders of different 
kinds of stock. A wholesome rivalry, a 
sportsmanlike competition stimulates great- 
er efforts toward reaching that degree of 
perfection that is the ultimate goal of ev- 
ery breeder—jealousy with its characterist- 
ically plausible arguments should be wiped 
out as completely as a misstatement of 
facts. 

Comparisons, although often unsatisfact- 
ory, are sometimes quite necessary—we 
might have become well satisfied with some 
of the inferior meats if it were not for the 
good beef stee. the Mongolian ponies that 
race for the Shanghai stakes might be 
looked upon as fast horses were it not 
for the development of the thoroughbred. 
Therefore is it somewhat necessary to com- 
pare cattle. The Aberdeen-Angus are gen- 


erally considered a hardy cattle—against 
adverse conditions they appear to have a 
constitutional vigor and resistance that al- 
low them to hold or improve their condition

= locations subject to drought, where 
water and feed are scarce the black cattle 
seem to do well. In the lower lands and 
near the sea where the heat is greater these 
animals are often preferred. One of our 
most prominent men who has been interest- 
ed among other enterprises both directly 
and indirectly in the breeding of live stock 
and who owns entirely or in large part in 
several establishments running both Here- 
ford and Aberdeen-Angus cattle has recent- 
ly sold the herd running on a low range, in 
fact an entire island, the smallest inhabited 
one in the Hawaiian group and has substi- 
tuted Aberdeen-Angus on this range. Our 
own observation has confirmed this fact 
and it is certainly without pride that we 
confess to having been in a position to ob- 
serve grades and pure breds of different 
breeds and particularly bulls running to- 
gether on the same range. And this means 
not only that an animal is hardy and a good 
doer but a good rustler—and an Aberdeen- 
Angus bullock is a good rustler, ask the 
man who runs them on rough country. An 
old timer in Southern California on a large 
ranch running thousands of cattle told me 
his Aberdeen-Angus bulls always ranged 
higher on the steep slopes than the other 
herds but he did not like them because they 
had no horns and the other bulls could lick 
them—more of an amusing than a scientific 
reason. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle seem to have suf- 
fered less from sickness and disease than 
the Hereford. This is not conclusive—it 
may be partly due to several reasons, luck, 
local conditions, difference in numbers, etc., 
but there have been a few cases where 
ranches adjoined and conditions were simi- 
lar where the Aberdeen-Angus were at least 
more fortunate than their white-face neigh- 
bors. This has apparently held true in cer- 
tain cases of biackleg and Aberdeen-Angus 
have proven immune in other cases of eye 
disease that have caused much suffering 
among the Herefords. 


When it comes to favorable conditions, 
then certainly our “doddie” friends are hard 
to beat. Whether on good pasture or in the 
feed lot these animals respond readily and 
to advantage. All of the beef slaughtered in

ed market for a more highly finished pro- 
duct and believing absolutely in the better 
beef campaign and the grading and mark- 
ing of the best grades we carried on last 
year a small feeding experiment. Twelve 
steers were selected from range stock, and 
grade two year olds, and fed on a concen- 
trate ration consisting of corn and cob meal, 
linseed oil meal and cane molasses fed in 
proportions of about 5-1-1. Corn fodder, 
undeveloped on account of drought was fed 
as roughage. The feeding period was 73 
days the average gain 3.2 pounds per day, 
average dressed weight 706 lbs. and the 
price received 23% cents per lb. dressed 
weight. A certain amount of advertising 
was done explaining the nature and quality 
of this beef and postal cards were enclosed 
with each order asking for replies to the 
following questions as to the quality of the 
meat: 


The best we have ever had, 

Better than the average, 

About average, 
and also the the question as to whether they 
would be willing to pay the premium (25c 
per lb—making total of 75c—on the choicer 
cuts) to occasionally get this class of beef. 
As was to be expected few people bothered 
to reply but those that came in showed the 
following result: 

The best we have ever had 77%. 

Better than the average 23%. 

Would be willing to pay premium 89%. 

While there is probably nothing unusual 
about this trial it must be remembered that 
conditions here are entirely different from 
those in the corn belt and other parts of the 
states where feeding is commonly practiced. 
What it did show was that these Aberdeen- 
Angus steers responded satisfactorily to 
this kind of feeding and where corn can be 
raised cheap enough feeding should be giv- 
en a fair trial. 

We could go on discussing other points 
and characteristics such as their qualifica- 
tion as breeders, fertility prepotency, etc., 
but I doubt that here in Hawaii there would 
be found much difference in these respects 
than elsewhere. Our calf crops are good, 
the youngsters strong, the losses small, the 
Aberdeen-Angus are good milkers. I have 
seen better udders on Aberdeen-Angus than 
on Hereford cows. A number of years ago 
one of our ranches changed its range herd 
from Hereford to Aberdeen-Angus. This 
change was effected merely by changing 
the breed of bulls. The only mark of the 
Hereford left on the first cross was the 
white face. On the second cross about half 


the white faces went and on the ne 

was little left to show any outside pal 
The change proved entirely satisfactory and 
other ranchmen have considered making the 
same move. 


It would be hard for me to point out the 
faults in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, at least 
anything worthy of the name, and I may 
say the same thing of the Hereford and 
Shorthorn, although the latter are not 
known as well in this country. If there is 
any difference in temperament I believe the 
Aberdeen-Angus is possibly a little the 
higher strung animal. Pastured on a wild 
range and left for any considerable time, 
especially in a thickly overgrown country, 
he may become somewhat difficult to han- 
dle. He is certainly harder to hold under 
fence. I have seen Herefords grazing in 
Colorado and Wyoming behind fences that 
would suit us about as well as wrapping 
twine. If an animal is roped after a hot 
chase he is likely to become stubborn and 
mean to handle. These statements must not 
be misleading, they apply to certain sec- 
tions of rough country and to range animals 
that have among their number a few wild 
and semi-wild individuals. While an Aber- 
deen-Angus may run through a fence and 
be harder to turn I have seen a Hereford 
tear a horse open with one slash of his head 
and watched a wild Aberdeen-Angus steet 
trot at the end of a rope like a dog while 
his white-faced running mate had to be 
abandoned. In any event there is little dif- 
ference, the conditions where these charact- 
eristics appear are becoming more and more 
rare. The pastures are becoming smaller, 
more numerous and better fenced; the tract- 
or is turning acres of shrub-infested lands 
into stretches of rich feed with many times 
the carrying capacity; the wild racy steer 
may gaze with contempt upon his thick, 
sleek coated cousin but he’s feeling pretty 
lonesome, and even the old cowboy has lost 
a little of the reckless twinkle in his eye. 
The change had to come, quality every- 
where in everything had to improve, and 
in the fading picture of the old time ranch 
with its color, its freedom, its reckless love 
of the wild free life, in place of this we are 
getting better beef. It sounds flat, doesn’t 
it? Itis. Many of us would go back to the 
old days if we could but we wouldn’t last. 
I would be one of the first ones to start an 
I would start just far enough ahead so that 
I could sneak along, without anyone seelng 
them, a couple of thickset, low down, s a 
coated black friends of mine that I couldn 
have the heart to leave behind.

The Board was advised of the splendid 
success of four meat judging contests, three 
of which were conducted at the American 
Royal Live Stock Show at Kansas City and 
one at the International Live Stock Expo- 
sition at Chicago. At the Royal eight uni- 
versities and colleges competed in an Inter- 
collegiate Meat Judging Contest. Three in- 
stitutions sent teams of home economics 
girls to compete in a meat judging and iden- 
tification contest and eighteen states were 
represented in a meat identification contest 
for students of vocational agriculture. 
Twelve universities and colleges entered 
teams in the Inter-collegiate Meat Judging 
Contest at the International Live Stock Ex- 
position. The collegiate events were held 
under the auspices of the Board. The Board 
members were convinced of the educational 
value of such contests and voted to continue
